At Home Rule’ 


HARRISBURG (UPI) — 
One of Pennsylvania’s larg­ 
est local goverment groups 
has opened an all-out battle 
for repeal of the contro­ 
versial 
law 
which 
will 
slash the number of state 
school districts by nearly 
three-quarters. 


The Pennsylvania State Asso­ 
ciation of Township Supervisors 
reported today it has launched a 
grass roots campaign against the 
statute which an organization of­ 
ficial called “one of the most 
vicious blows at home rule.” 
Milton W. DeLancey, assistant 
secretary of the association, said 
the 10,000-member group has been 
working through county conven­ 
tions of township officials. He said 
the state group has urged the 
county parleys, w’hich numbered 
30 in October and 20 this month, 
to go on record as seeking to 
commit their legislators to vote 
for junking the law at the 1963 
General Assembly session 
DeLancey said “ without excep­ 
tion,” the county conventions have 
passed repeal resolutions, 
He said tho law must bo re- 
I pealed by 1963 because the entire 
j compulsory 
reorganization

gram is slated to take effect bv 
1965. 
DeLancey said the townships’ 
opposition was based on a fight 
against “ growing centralization of 
government.”
